Kagoshima, Jan. 16. — Thirty-three 
persons, 
men 
and 
women, 
terror­ 
stricken and nearly starving, were 
rescued from a cave near the shore on 
the island th' Sakura, devastated by 
Sakurashima volcano. Their rescuers, 
a band of sailors from a Japanese war­ 
ship, had to dig their way through hot 
ashes and warm lava six feet deep. 
So far as is known these are the 
only people caught on Sakura when 
the volcano burst into eruption, who 
escaped death. 
There were 15,<>CH» in­ 
habit,oils. 
Five th ou san ad of th*'?!! 
escaped to the mainland during the 
day of January 12. before Sakurashi­ 
ma burst into full eruption. 
\ few 
hundred are supposed to have escape d 
in small boats during the first hour of 
the disaster, although many of these 
boats were swamped. 
The sailors had to dig their way to 
the cave’s entrance, where those tow­ 
elled hart taken refuge, and carried the 
men and women back to the boat. 
From these survivors came the first 
graphic stern s of men, women and 
children overcome in their attempt? d 
flight. 
Many, they said, were struck 
down by falling volcanic rocks, and 
hundreds 
were 
caught 
in 
rushing 
streams of boiling lava and seem no 
more. 
They themselves had taken 
refuge in the cave until the rain of 
ashes and lava had ceased. They were 
then unable to venture forth, being 
marooned 
by 
half-cooled 
lava and 
as ll 63. 
Many of the people of Kagoshima 
have returned to find their homes de­ 
stroyed and the city without provi­ 
sions. 
They are being cared for by 
the cruiser squadron. 
Camps have 
been set up in the open spaces for the 
survivors to sleep in. 
The general volcanic activity on the 
island of Klushui is gradually abating. 
The work of restoring railways and 
telegraphic communication 
is being 
done as quickly as possible. The dam­ 
age done is immense, though as yet no 
appropriate estimate of the number 
killed and the property destroyed can 
he made.

Washington. Jan. 15.— Realizing that 
the woman on the farm is the princi­ 
pal person In a position to make rural 
life more attractive, Secretary Hous­ 
ton will soon ask the congress for th* 
means and authority to enable the de­ 
partment of agriculture to make a 
more complete study of domestic con­ 
ditions on the farm. 
Tile department 
has already done some work along this 
line, but the secretary desires to go 
deeper into the m atter of helping the 
wives and daughters and sisters of the 
farmers. 
Some time ago the department of 
agriculture addressed a circular letter 
to 55,000 women who live on farms 
throughout the United States 
An­ 
swers to this letter are being received 
daily. 
This letter asked no questions, 
but left every woman to discuss any 
need that occurred to her. 
She was 
invited lo take up the m atter w7ith her 
neighbors and make the reply that 
represented not merely her personal 
ideas of leforms. but the suggestions 
of 
the 
women 
of 
her 
community. 
There has not been sufficient time for 
a complex analysis of these answers, 
but from tho-e that have so far been 
read it is evident that farm women 
wish federal help in practically every 
phase of home management, from the 
rearing and care of children to meth­ 
ods of having the heavy household 
work done by co-operative agencies. 
The overwork of farm women and 
their fear of the ill effect of overwork 
on their children made up the texts of 
scores of these letters. 
The servant 
problem, the dei artment of agriculture' 
has shown, is another thing that has 
added to the farm housekeeper’s bur-; 
den.
